Information which has been in 
lho possession of tho Associated Press 
representative In Berlin for months, is 
thiy the submarine actually went down 
on her first voyage to the United 
State*. 

The submarine wan not captured by 
a British patrol boat, as was rumored 
in the United States, but went down in 
a great storm In the North Atlantic, 
according to thle Information. 

The date aryl circumstances of the 
departure of the submarine for the 
United.States were well-known In Ber¬ 
lin at the time, and there wan Ill- 
concealed anxiety oh the part of live 
owners of the underwater merchant¬ 
man for news of her arrival an the 
craft became Increasingly overdue at 
New I>on«loh.
